The word Qur'an means "recitation” It was not designed for private perusal. 

(Muhammad P# 58) 


"Here there are various possibilities. He might have met Jews and Christians 
and talked about religions matters with them, there were Christian Arabs on 
the borders of Syria, Christian Arabs or Abyssinians from Yeman may have 
come to Mecca to trade or as slaves. Some of the nomadic tribes or clans were 
Christians, but may still have come to the annual trade fair at Mecca. There 
were also important Jewish groups settled at Medina and other places. Thus 
opportunities for conversation certainly existed. Indeed Muhammad is 
reported to have had some talks w r ith Waraqah Khadijah's Christian cousin 
and during his life time his enemies tried to point to some of his contacts as 
the source of his revelation "» 
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"The conclusion of this matter is that Muhammad received his knowledge of 
Biblical conceptions in general (as distinct from the details of some of the 
stories) from the intellectual environment of Mecca and not from reading or 
from the communication of specific individuals. Islam thus in a sense belongs 
to the Jews-Christian because it sprang up in a milieu that was permeated by 
biblical ideas, 
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It has no apparent structure, no sustained argument or organizing, 

(Muhammad P# 58) 
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They linked passages that initially seemed separates and integrated the 
different strands of the text, as one verse delicately qualified and 
supplemented others. (Muhammad P# 59) 
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But some of the settled Arabs were becoming dissatisfied with this pagan 
pluralism ,and were attempting to create an indigenous, Arabian 
monotheism. Shortly before Muhammad received his first revelation, they 
had seceded from the religious life of the ha rain. It was pointless, they had 
told their trihesmen, to run round and round the black stone * 
Which could “neither see, nor hear, nor hurt, nor help? 11 Arabs, they 
believed, had "corrupted the religion of their father Abraham, 1 so they were 
going to seek the banifiyyab, his "pure religion. This was not an organized 
sect, these hanifs all despised the worship of the stone effigies and helieved 
that Allah was the only god, hut not all interpreted this conviction identically, 
some expected that an Arab prophet would come with a divine mission to 
revive the pristine religion of Abraham, others thought that this was 
unnecessary: people could return to the hanifiyyah oil their own initiative, 
some preached the resurrection of the dead and the last Judgment,: others 
converted to Christianity or Judaism as an interim measure, until the din 
Ihrahim (the religion of Ahraham) was properly established. The Hanifs had 
little impact on their contemporaries, hecause they w here chiefly concerned 
with their own personal salvation. They had no desire to reform the social or 
moral life of Arabia* and their theology was essentially negative. Instead of 
creating something new, they simply withdrew from the mainstream. Indeed 
the world hanif may derive from the root HNF:"to run away from they 
had a clearer idea of what they did not want than a positive conception of 
spiritual restiveness in Arabia at the beginning of the seventh century, and we 
know that Muhammad had close links with three of the leading of the Mecca. 
Cbaydullah ibn Jhsh was his cousin and YVaraqh ihn Naw afal was a cousin of 
Khadijah: both these men became Christians, The nephew of Zayd Ibn Amr, 



who attacked the pagan region of Mecca so vehemently that he he was driven 
out of the city, become Muhammad moved in hanafi circles, and may have 
sahred Zayd + s yearning for divine guidance. One day, before he had been 
expelled from Mecca, Zayd had stood beside the Kabah inveighing against the 
corrupt religion of the haram but suddenly, he broke,"Oh Allah!" cried, "if [ 
knew how you wished to be worshipped, I would so worship you, but I don 
not know. (Muhammad P# 43, 44) 
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HE BEGAN QUIETLY, speaking about bis revelations to a small band of 
friends and family members, who became enthusiastic and sympathetic 
disciples, convinced that he was the long-awaited Arab prophet. But 
Muhammad realized that most of the Quraysh would find it well- nigh 
impossible to accept this. The messengers of Allah had all been towering 
figures, founding fathers of society. Some had even worked miracles. How 
could Muhammad measure up to Moses or Jesus? Quraysh had watched him 
growing up; they saw him going about his business ill the market gating and 
drinking like everybody else, (Muhammad P# 53) 
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All this talk of revelation was out rageous! Muhammad had made the whole 
thing up. Why should he alone, of all the Quraysh* have received a divine 
message? "Muhammad was mad; he had led astray a jinni; he was a sorcerer, 
who lured young people away from their fathers Sunnah by magic arts. When 
he was asked to validate his claims by working by miracle-as Moses or Jesus 
done- he admitted that he was an ordinary mortal like themselves, 
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Muhammad's horizons were beginning to expand. He had been certain that 
he had been send simply as a "Warner” to his own tribe and that Islam was 
only for the people of Mecca. But now he was beginning to look further afield 
to the people of the Book, who had received earlier revelations. Despite 
confidence that this gave him, he was now desperte. (Muhammad P# 92, 93)

Muhammad sat down hy himself fishing that nothing he revealed to him 
that would drive them aw ay, (Muhammad P# 69) 
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One day, Tabari continues, Muhammad was sitting beside the kabah with 
some of elders, reciting a new surah, in which Allah tried to reassure his 
critics: Muhammad had not intended to cause all this trouble, the divine voice 
insisted; he was not deluded inspired by a jinni; he had experienced a true 
vision of the divine and of the divine and was simply telling his people w hat 
he had seen and heard. Blit then, to his surprise, Muhammad found himself 
chanting some verses about the three 'daughters of God”: 'Have you, then

Immediately the Quraysh sat up and listened intently. The loved goddesses 
w ho mediated w ith Allah on their behalf These are the exalted gharaniq,

Tabari claims that these words were put his lips by the shaytan ('tempter'). 
This is very alarming notion to Christian, who regard Satan as a figure of 
monstrous evil. The Quran is certainly familiar w ith the story of the fallen 
angel who defied God: it calls him Ihlis (a contraction of the Greek diaholos : 
'devil'). But the shaytan who inspired this gracious compliment to the 
goddesses was far less threatening creature, Shaytan w r ere simply a species of 
jinni; they were "tempters" who suggested the empty, facile, and self- 
indulgent yearnings that deflected humans from the right path. Like all jinn, 
the shaytan were ubiquitous, mischievous, but not 011 a par with the devil, 
Muhammad had been longing for a peace with the Quraysh; he knew how 
devoted they were to goddesses and many have thought that if he eould find a 
way of incorporating the gharaniq into his eligion, they might look more 
kindly on his message. When he recited the rogue, verses, it was his own 
desire talking-not Allah-and the endorsement of the goddesses proved to be a 
mistake. Like any other Arab, he naturally attributed his error to a shay tan.

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Muhammad had not implied that the three 'daughters of God 'were on the 
some level as Allah* They were simply intermediaries, like the angels whose 
intercession is approved in the same surah.35Jews and Christians have 
always found such mediators compatible with their monotheism. The new 
verses seemed a truly propitious gesture and their effect on the Qurysh was 
electrifying. As soon as Muhammad bad finished his recitation, he prostrated 
himself in prayer, and to his astonishment, the Qurayshan elders knelt down 
beside him, humbly pressing their foreheads to the ground* The news spread 
like wildfire through the city: 'Muhammad has spoken of our gods in 
splendid fashion I He alleged in what he recited that they are the exalted 
gharaniq whose intercession is approved! '36 the crisis was over. The elders 
told Muhammad 1 ;We know 7 that Allah kills and gives life, creates and 
preserves, but these our goddesses pray to Him for us, and since you have 
now permitted them to share divine honors with Him, we therefore desire to 
unite w ith you. 

But Muhammad was troubled. This was too easy. Were the Quraysh really 
going to amend their behavior, share their wealth with the poor, and be 
content to become the humble 11 slaves" of God? It did not seem likely. He was 
also disturbed hy the juhiant words of the elders; he had certainly not meant 
to imply that the goddesses" shared divine honors" with Allah. While 



everybody else was celebrating ,JV1uhhammad went home, shut himself away, 
and meditated. That night Gabriel, the spirit of revelation, came to him; 
’What have you done, Muhammad?' he asked 1 . You have recited to those 
people something 1 did not bring you from God have said what He did say to! 
Muhammad's Wish for a compromise had distorted the divine massage. He 
was immediately contrite, hut God consoled him with a new revelation. All 
the previous prophets had mad similar 'satanic* mistakes, (Muhammad P# 70, 
71,72)

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The ’Weak’ people were not all down-and-outs, this technical tribal term 
denoted inferior tribal status rather poverty* Muhammad’s most zealous 
follower at this point was his friend Attiq Ibn llsman who was usually known 
by his kunya Abu Dakar He was a successful wealthy merchant hut like 
Muhammad he came from a weak clan that had fallen on hard times* Abu 
Dakar was well liked and of easy manners* (Muhammad Pit 55} 
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Muhammad had now given up hope of converting the Mecca establishment 
and he must concentrate on the disaffected poorer people, who were eager for 
his message* This was an important turning point, which is recorded 
poignantly in the Quran* Muhammad had been so absorbed in a discussion

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Muhammad seems to have seen her with new eyes and to have fallen in love 
quite suddenly when he had called at her house one afternoon to speak to 
Zayd, who happened to be out Not expecting any visitors, Zaynab had come 
to the door in dishabille, more revealingly dressed than usual, and 
Muhammad had averted his eyes hastily, muttering "praise be to Allah, who 
changes men's hearts! 1 shortly afterwards, Zavnah and Zayad were divorced. 
The marriage had even been happy Zayd was glad to release her. (Muhammd 
P# 167) 
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Mhe last feature to be noted about Muhammad's marriages is that he used 
hoth his own and those of the closest companions to further political ends. 
This was doubtless a continuation of older Arabian Practice, All 
Muhammad's own marriages can he seen to have a tendency to promote 
friendly relations in the political sphere »Kliadijali brought him wealth and 
the beginning of influence in Meccan politics .in the case of Sowdah, whom he 
married at Mec ca> the Chief aim may have been to provide for the widow of a 
faithful Muslim, as also in the later marriage with Zaynab bint Khuzaymah; 
but Sawdah’s husband was the brother of a man whom Muhammad perhaps 
wanted to keep from becoming an extreme opponent; and Zaynab's husband 
belonged to the clan of al-Muttalib, for which Muhammad had a special 
responsibility, while he was also cultivating good relation with her own tribe 
of Amir hin Sasaah* His first wives at Medina, Aishah and Hafsah, were the 
daughters of the men on whom he leaned most, Abu Bakr and Umar; and 
Umar also married Muhammad's grand-daughter, uinm Kulthuni bint AIL 
Umm Salamah was nut merely a deserving widow 7 , but a dose relative of the 
leading men of the Meccan clan of Muklizam, Juw r ayriyah was the daughter 
of the chief of the tribe of al-Mustaliq, with whom Muhammad had been 
having special trouble, Zaynab bint Jahsh, besides being Muhammad's 
cousin, was a confederate of the Meccan clan of Abd Shams, but a social 
motive may have outweighed the political one in her case to demonstrate that 
Muhammad had broken w ith old taboos nevertheless the clan of Abd Shams 
and Abu Sufyan b. Harb in particular^ere in his thouhts for abu sufyan had 
a muslim daughter umm Hahihah ,married to a brother of Zaynab hint 
jahsh; and when the husband died in Abyssinia , Muhammad sent a 
messenger thre to arrange a marriage w ith her the marriage with Maymunah 
would similarly help to cement relations with her brother in law r 
Muhammad's uncle ,a! Abbas there may also have been political motives in 
the unions with the Jewesses, Safiyah and Rayhanah. 
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Aisha, who whs always prone to jealousy, happened to he with Muhammad 
w hen he received this divine message. How very convenient! She remarked 
tartly, ’Truly thy Lord makes haste to do thy bidding! 1 As usual, tensions in 
the harem reflected divisions in the communitv as a whole: Muhamnimad's

marriage to one of his own cousins would further the politicals ends of the 
Prophet's family, advancing the cause of the ahl al-beit, Because of the 
scandal, Muhammad insisted that the entire community attend the wedding 
celebrations. The courty ard was crow ded with guest, many of them hostile to 
the Prophet, and the atmosphere would not have been pleasant, Eventually 
the party began to break up, (Muhammd P# 168) 
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Muhammad smiled — he had a smile of great sweetness, which almost 
everybody found disarming* (Muhammd P# 153) 
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Muhammad's harem has excited a deal of prurient and ill-natured 
speculation ill the West, but in Arabia, where polygamy was more common 
than the monogamous married that Muhammad had enjoyed with khadijah, 
it would have been commonplace. These marriages w ere not romantic or 
sexual loved affairs but w ere undertaken largely for practical ends.

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The marriage expressed the attitude of reconciliation and forgiveness that he 
was trying to promote. (Muhammd P# 192)

They had defied the might of the Qurraysh by taking the migrants in because 
they expected some material advantage, and here too,Muhammad had to 
deliver. At the very 1 least, he had to ensure that the emigrants did not beeome 
a drain upon the economy. But it was difficult for them to earn a living. 

(Muhammad P# 126) 
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Medina was well placed to attack the Meccan caravans on their way to and 
from Syria, and shortly after Muhammad had arrived in Medina, he had 
started to send hands of Emigrants on raiding expedition .Their aim was not 
to shed blood, but to secure an income by capturing camels t inerchandise, and 
prisoners. (Muhammad P# 126, 127) 
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The women made another demand : si nee raiding was so crucial to the 
economy, w hy could the not bear arms, too? (Muhammad P# 157) 
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Many of the pilgrims —— Helpers and Emigrants alike -— continued to feel 
cheated and resentful* How. the Emigrants asked, were they supposed to earn 
a living if they could no longer attack the Meccan caravans? Muhammad 
knew that he could not allow this discontent to fester; somehow he had to find 
a way of compensating them without damaging the truce, so after 
Eludaybiyah, he directed the Muslims 1 attention to the north, away from 
Mecca* (Muhammad P# 191) 
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Some of its inhabitants engaged in trade, but most were farmers, making a 
living out of their dates, palm orchards, and arable fields, llnlike the 
Qurraysh, they were not wholly depended upon commerce. (Muhammad P# 

101) 
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Their aim was not to shed bloody but to secure an income by capturing 
camels, merchandise, and prisoners, (Muhammad P# 136, 127) 

Even though the Emigrants desperately needed an income, plunder was not 
his primary object, (Muhammad P # 127) 
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So Nadir packed up their possessions, even taking down the lintels of their 
doors rather than leave them to Muhammad, and left Medina in a proud 
procession, as though they were in trump. The women dressed in all their 
jewels and finery, beating tambourines and singing to the accompaniment of 
pipes and drums, (Muhammad P# 150-151) 
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When he called upon the Jewish tribe of Nadir to collect the blood money for 1 
Amir, he narrowly escaped an assassination attempt; some members of Nadir 
had planned to drop a boulder on the Prophet from a nearby rooftop, 

(Muhammad P# 142) 
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But Muhammad was caught in tragic moral dilemma: the justification for the 
jihad against the Qurraysh had been exclusion from their native city, w hich 
was condemned by the Qur’an as a great evil. Now, trapped in the aggressive 
conventions of Arabia, lie was compelled to eject another people from their 
home land, (Muhammad P# 142) 
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They surrendered be^ing only that their live he spared .Muhammad agreed, 
on condition that they left the oasis immediately, taking with them only those 
goods that they could carry on their camels. (Muhammad P# 150) 
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So Nadir packed up their possessions .even taking down the lintels of their 
doors rather than leave them to Muhammad ,and left Medina in a proud 
procession, as though they were in trump. The women dressed in all their 
jewels and finery, heating tambourines and singing to the accompaniment of 
pipes and drums. (Muhammad P U 150, 151{ 
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In the space of two short years Muhammad had expelled two powerful tribes 
from Medina* {Muhammad P# 151) 
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A covenant was drawn up between the prophet and Arab and Jewish tribes of 
Medina, who agreed to live peaceably beside the Muslims and promised not 
to make a separate treaty with Mecca* (Muhammad P# 137) 
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I he fear of an imminent Meccan attack was a welling the opposition party in 
Medina. Ibn llhayy and his supporters were hacked by three of the largest 
Jewish tribes-Nadir, Qurayzah and Qaynuqa*- who depended upon their 
commercial links with the Qurraysh and wanted no part in any war against 
Mecca. A third column was opening up in the. Oasis .About ten week after 
Badar, Abu Sufyan let a token ghazu of two hundred men to the field outside 
Medina, and under cover of night slipped into the territory of Nadir, where 
he was entertained by its chief, Sallam Ibn Mishkan according to Ibn Ishaq, 
’given him secret information about the Muslims. (Muhammad P# 140) 
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The tragedy of Qurayzah may have seemed expedient to the Arabs of 
Muhammad 1 !* time, but is not acceptable to us today. Nor was it what 
Muhammad had set out to do. His original aim had been to end the violence 
of jahiliyah, but he was now behaving like an ordinary Arab chieftain. 

(Muhammad P# 163 ) 
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However, Important to note that the Quravzah were not killed on religious or 
racial ground. (Muhammad Pit 142) 
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Overnight Muhammad had become the enemy. 1 (Muhammad P# 75) 
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U must have been very difficult indeed for the Muslims, brought up in the 
jahili spirit, to practice him and turn the other cheek Even Muhammad 
sometime had to struggle to maintain his composure. (Muhammad P# 81) 
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Quran shows that some of the Emigrants found the very idea of fighting 
distasteful But Muhammad was not discouraged. (Muhammad P# 127) 
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But Muhammad had embarked upon a dangerous course. He was living in a 
chronically violent society and he saw these raids not simply as a means of 
bringing in much - needed income^ hut as a way of resolving his quarrel with 
the Qurayslu (Muhammad P# 129)

Vet now Muhammad 
had calmly handed the advantage hack to the Quraysh and the pilgrims must 
agree to go home meekly, without even forcing the pilgrims must agree to go 
home meekly, without even forcing the pilgrimage issue the treaty assaulted 
every r single jahili instinct (Muhammad P# 184) 
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Muslims were not supposed to he men of war; they were characterized by the 
spirit of hilm.
